The hearing began of an action in which 
Christopher Morrissey, a bricklayer, of 88 
Bryan road, Croydon Park, Dublin, claimed 
£3,000. damages against the Dublin United 
Tramways Co., Ltd., for personal injuries 
sustained by him on 10th August, 1927, by 
reason of the alleged negligence of the de- 
fendants’ agents in the control and manage- 
ment of a motor omnibus at Annesley Bridge, 
Fairview, Dublin. 

Mr. Wood, K:C.; Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., 
and Mr. James Cawley (instructed vy: Messrs, 
James O'Connor and: Co.) appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr.

The plaintiff, in his statement of claim, set 
out that on 10th August, 1927, he was cycling 
on the public thoroughfare at Annesley Bridge 
when a ‘bus, the property of the defendant, 
was so’ carelessly, negligently and unskilfully 
driven that it collided with him, kvocking 
him down, and throwing him violently on the 
thoroughfare, and inflicting severe personal 
injuries, and, in addition, injuries to his 
bicycle and clothing. The inipries necessitated 
amputation of one of his legs. He was 
permanently disabled from carrying on his 
occupation as a bricklayer. 
The defendants denied that their agents or 
servants were guilty of the alleged or any 
negligence. They traversed plaintiff's allega- 
tions, ana pleaded that the plaintiff was guilty 
of contributory negligence on the occasion of 
the accident. 
Mr. Wood, opening the case for the plaintiff, 
stated that at the time of the accident there 
was a hoarding along one side of the bridge. 
Just as the plaintiff came to the hoarding and 
on to the tram track, the ’bus came along from 
behind, portion of the front of it passing him 
in a more or less slanting pesition. The next 
thing plaintiff realised was that some portion 
of the "bus collided with his back wheel, 
awinging it round towards Clontarf. The 
plaintiff was thrown on the road. and was 
found with one foot mixed up with the bicycle 
and the other under the "bus. His leg was 
so badly injured that he had to have it 
amputated twice, the second time higher up 
to prevent gangrene developing.

THE ROTARY MOVEMENT. 


PROPOSAL TO HOLD CONVEN.- 
TION OF 1930 IN DUBLIN. 


Speaking at the. Rotary Club luncheon in 
Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. 
F. M. Summerfield, Vice-President, referred 
to the Rotary Convention at Harrogate... At 
the Convention, he said, nearly three hundred 
clubs from these countries were represented 
by. some three thousand delegates. To give 
an idea of the rapid growth of Rotary he 
mentioned that on May 9 last there were 
2,864 clubs throughout the world, with an 
estimated membership of 136,000 in the forty- 
four countries io which the movement had 
extended. 

He: thought that the time had come for 
steps to be taken to get the 1930 Conven- 
tion held in Dublin. The English . and 
Scottish Rotarians with whom he had spoken 
were in favour of having the Convention 
in Dublin. As an inducement for support 
for the project he stated that on a moderate 
estimate at least £30,000 must have been 
spent in Harrogate by the delegates to the 
Convention.

Moloney, ex-Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, 
Aiderman Oswald Jameson, Belfast; Messrs.

MID the throng of entertainments and 
‘@musements that press on us for 
attention it is hard nowadays to pick-out 
one of our outdoor functions that has 
maintained a character of its own. There 
was an element of social difference—not 
exclusiveness so much as individuality— 
that kept some of them apart. Yet sooner 
or later those whose ambition it is to miss 
nothing that matters (a very great multi- 
tude) came to hear of this reputation, and 
mstantly resolved, with the deadly de- 
termination of their kind, that nothing on 
earth should keep them ont of it. True, 
some glories of the past stil) cling to Good- 
wood, the Eton and Harrow, and the Uni- 
versity match; but here in Ireland it be- 
comes harder and harder to point to any 
one event oi our summer season that may 
be considered paramount. 

Trinity Week might rank as such, but 
it is not an event so much as a series of 
events, and its combined attraction has 
succeeded rather too well in sinking the 
prominence of that which was the origin 
of and reason for its being—the College 
Races. What expectation and what thrills 
the name called up—of good sport, pretty 
dresses, pretty faces,’ the meeting of old 
friends, and the sure and certain expecta- 
tion of a kind of pleasure that could be 
found nowhere else in Ireland! The situa- 
tion of the College Park may have some- 
thing to do with the charm of these sports, 
which, mark you, were never “the 
Sports ’’ or the “ Races,’ as it might be 
an event at Lansdowne road, Croke Park 
or even Leopardstown, but always and 
ever “the College Races.”’ 


“ EXQUISITE MINIATURITY.” 


To attend an athletic meeting, dress 
parade and social re-union all in one, and 
all in the very heart of a great city, with 
the traffic surging by the rails in a 
murmur happily subdued, is a pleasure 
curiously memorable. If one could select 
a sizeable bit of Hyde Park or Kensing- 
ton Gardens, and ‘limit the crowd to one’s 
desire, it might suggest the feeling; but 
the College Park is complete in its ex- 
quisite miniaturity and (any Dubliner 
will agree) not to be rivalled. Also, a 
band sounds better there than anywhere 
else. Whether it be the effect of echoes, I 
cannot say, but my remembrances is of a 
muted sweetness—“ horns of elfland faintly 
blowing’’—which belongs not to the 
memory of brazen trumpets otherwhere. 

But to the sport. There were giants in 
those days, and if you seek to confound 
me by any parade ol later records, 1 say 
to vou that records are but times recorded, 
while the performers of those feats are 
still alive for me. Who carés for standard 
times when your favourite, the glorious 
man into whem you have put your, heart 
and soul, is winning, and your voice cracks 
hopelessly ere he wins? You had your 
lavourite, your hot favourite, and it was 
him as such, and not merely as the vest 
man, that you cheered to victory. But 
then .the best man was our favourite— 
naturally that was why we chose him. 
They were very good men, too, in those 
days I think of, when Trinity stood high 
in the athletic world and furnished many 
a champion. The name of D. D. Bulger 
may help to fix the period, but, strange 
to say, the only other runner that sticks 
in my mind is Dickinson, the son of the 
well-remembered Dean. 


A NOTABLE TRIO. 


The fact is that the youthful circle to 
which I belonged (with the female rela- 
tives who were allowed to swell the ap- 


‘plause, but were of littlé use when it came 


to shouting) had but a warmish interest 
in the pedestrian feats. We reserved our 
ear-piercing screams for the finish of the 
cycle races. It was the end of the old 
Stone age, and high bieyeles had almost 
disappeared from the track, though I re- 
member one or two survivors being en- 
tered in races against the first solid-tyred 
“safeties ” (Neolithic). There were, no 
doubt, other good riders in ‘Trinity—or 
the world, or the City of Galway—but for 
us the only one was Kilkelly. He may 
have been the Irish champion; later on, 
indeed, I saw him beat the Ducros 
brothers at Ballsbridge in what was rather 
grandly called a “World’s Championship.’ 
Anyhow, he was our champion, and was 
greeted accordingly. What a thrill to see 
him come up trom the scratch mark— 
some unbelievable and heart-breaking dis- 
tance behind his limit man—and slowly, 
surely, beautifully draw past one ‘after 
another, until at length we saw what we 
had scarcely dared to hope, hardly 
doubted, and come to see—Kilkelly 
running down the last man in the last 
fifty yards. O, what a roar was there, 
my countrymen! 

A little later, not to be mentioned while 
\Kilkelly was about, but in his day an idol, 
too, came McCabe. As I recall him, he 
was small and dark, wore glasses, and 
swept the board of prizes. He must. have 
heen tremendously popular, apart from 
his victories: for on the few occasions 
when the handicapper had set him an im- 
possible task the sympathies of the throng 
were manifested in ona long-drawn moan 
of disappointment. One remembers a 
little maiden who was seen to shed tears 
after such a contretemps—to the merciless 
derision of her family. After McCabe 
came Butler, the red-haired Butler, but 
once, at least, before him, as in that great 
race where I saw the three heroes meet 
mark and finish in the 
Batler, McCabe. That

Yesterday a large gathering of meonle 
was present at the opening of the 
Tiniversity Settlement Hall in Ancroft. 
Manchester. A beautiful window, executed 
by Miss FE. Rhind, of the Tower 
of Glass, Dublin, has been presented by 
Miss FE. G. Roper, who unveiled the 
window at the opening of the Hall. 

The country depicted in the window 
represents Breffni, the country of the 
dreams of the late Miss Eva Gore-Rooth. 
Under the rounded arch of neutral colours 
hawthorn trees heavily laden with white 
hlossoms reach up. and between the 
spaces one catches sight of the blue skv. 
Beneath the purple hills of the back- 
sround a cornfield, half of which is cut 
and half uncut, runs down to a little 
lake.

As a «girl of twenty-two, Miss Gore- 
Booth left Treland to work in Manchester. 
She will be remembered bv the working 
classes there as the champion of women’s 
trades unions. She especially defended 
the causes of the women avmnasts. bar- 
maids. and later the Tiondon flower 
women, when their eviction from the 
streets was. threatened. 

The end of her life was spent in Man- 
ehester. She wrote in all twelve hooks. 
mostly poetrv, and some of her work has 
heen reprinted in the best anthologies. 


Overseas Settlement. 


Emigration from FEneland is a serious 
problem. It has a huge surplus of un- 
employed population that it must provide 
for somehow. And Englishmen born on 
the land do not now show the same enter- 
prising spirit of colonisation that was an 
inspiration with their forefathers. 

One of the members of Parliament 
taking a foremost part in promoting 
emigration to the Dominions, on a prudent 
plan, is an Trishman. Mr. A. A. Somer- 
ville, a member of the well-known West 
Cork family of that name which has pro- 
duced many distinguished personalities, 
not least being the famons authoress, Miss 
Edith FE. Somerville. Mr. Somerville is 
a much travelled man himself, and his 
son spent a considerable time in New Zea- 
land. He has, therefore, intimate personal 
associations with the overseas Dominions, 
and it is not surprising to find him 
sponsoring the bill now passing throuch 
Parliament for the abandonment of the 
fifty per cent. quota which governs the 
present emigration policy of the British 
Government. 

This means that under the existing 
system the Government and the Dominions 
vo fifty-fifty in the costs of migrating and 
settling families overseas. Mr. Somer- 


should contribute the whole cost, if neces- 
sary, and it has a considerable body of 
Parliamentary support.

MISS M. H. JELLETT’S 
PAINTINGS. 


Miss Mainie H. Jellett opened her annual 
exhibition of paintings at the Gallery, 7 St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, yesterday. It 
numbers some two dozen works, which must 
make a strong appeal to those who are in- 
terested in the advanced Cubist school, of 
which Miss Jellett may claim to be the lead- 
ing exponent among Dublin painters. Her 
work has won recognition in Paris, where 
several of her works have been taken up by 
the leading decorative houses. 

Even to the uninitiated the canvases on 
view in the present exhibition show a 
marked advance on those of her previous 
displays. Some of them are striking in 
form and colouring, and though one may ex- 
perience some mental distress at failing to 
read the message of these canvases, one can- 
not readily dismiss them. Rather is there a 
certain mystic fascination in the arrangement 
of subject, line, and colour, as, for instance. 
in the canvas No. 1, which represents the 
artist’s ‘‘Homage to Fra Angelico.” With 
just this little suggestion of title to help; 
it 18 easy to create all sorts of dreams about 
these compositions, and to wonder whither 
all this adventuring into the realms of the 
elementary will lead. 

As if to show that she could do well in 
the ordinary accepted channels, Miss Jellett 
exhibits a few interesting little works, such 
as No. 14 (Gounache Painting, Nude) and 
No. 13 (Oil Painting of Trees, Rathfarn- 
ham), though in the latter there is a sug- 
gestion that the realism is overdone.

WELSH WA 
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TO BE UNVEILED BY THE 


PRINCE OF WALES. 


The Prince of Wales will reach Cardiff 
shortly before noon to-day to unveil the 
Welsh National War Memorial. The ceremony 
begins at mid-day, and includes an address 
by the Prince, the unveiling, one minute’s 
silence, and the signing by the Prince of the 
book in which, inscribed on vellum, are the 
names of the men and women of Welsh birth 
and parentage, and of all the men belonging 
to regiments of Wales, who lost their lives 
in the war. 

Mr. Lloyd George will hand the book to 
Lord Aberdare, President of the National 
Museum of Wales, in whose custody it will 
remain, so that all may see it. On behalf 
of the King and himself, the Prince will lay 
wreaths at the foot of the memorial. 

The names in the memorial book number 
something like 35,000, and their collection was 
a work of great magnitude and difficulty. 

The memorial, “a small temple in. honour 
of the dead, and a place of rest and 
remembrance for the living,” is a sunk court, 
containing a fountain. This is surrounded by 
a seat within a circular colonnade, and is 
approached by three porches, which face the 
figures of a sailor, a soldier, and an airman.

(By LEON BLUM.) 


In this interesting article, the leader of 
the French Socialist Party, who interprets the 
British reply to Mr. Kellogg as a refita 
tion of the French Government, urges that 
France should accept the pact at once and 
asks whether she is prevented from doing 8o 
by certain stipulations in her private treaties 
which are incompatible with the pact and 
with the spirit and letter of the League of 
Nationa. : 


HE British reply to the Kellogg pro- 
posals makes very curious reading. 
Just as the United States proposes to 
outlaw war for the whole world, except 
for America, so Great Britain signifies 
her agreement and sympathy, but makes 
an exception of “certain* regions whose 
prosperity and integrity constitute a 
special and vital interest for the peace and 
security of Great Britain.” Whoever pro- 
posed to lay hands on those regions would, 
according to Sir Austen Chamberlain, put 
Great Britain on the, defensive. Thus 
Great Britain follows the United States 
in creating for herself asort of hinterland 
in which her own authority is supreme. 
The choice is, nevertheless, offered to 
France, as to other States, to agree or dis- 
agree with this declaration. Some people 
are pleased to interpret if as though it 
were an acceptance of the French system 
of reserves and objections. That is not 
in the least the way I read it. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain’s Note contained in 
reality a polite, but perfectly definite, re- 
futation of the thesis maintained by the 
French Government. We objected that 
the American text proscribing war with- 
out distinction was incompatible with the 
national right of legitimate defence. Sir 
Austen replies that, after having studied 
Mr. Kellogg’s explanation, he does not 
think that its terms exclude the action 
which a State might feel obliged to adopt 
for its own defence, and that he is dis- 
posed to think that no addition to the 
text is necessary on this point. We de- 
manded the addition of an article stipu- 
lating that the violation of the Treaty by 
one of the parties would automatically re- 
lease the others from their obligations to- 
wards it. Sir Austen replies that this 
question is cleared up by Mr. Kellogg’s 
Congress, and that the British Govern- 
ment will not demand the insertion of any 
amendment. 


FOLLY TO WRANGLE. 


We submitted to Mr. Kellogg that the 
text of his proposals. might ‘be incom- 
patible with the obligations imposed by 
certain existing treaties, including the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. Te 
this Sir Austen Chamberlain replies that 
the sole object of the Kellogg proposition 
is the elimination of war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, and, their 
objects being the same, there can be no 
real antagonism between the _ treaties 
which the British Government has already 
signed and the pact which is now pro- 
posed, 

It would not require very much to make 
the French cry treason What! Great 
Britain, our friend and ally, lends her- 
self to this American manceuvre! She re- 
ceives, it with an enthusiasm which unites 
all her parties. We are not aware of the 
unconscious or hypocritical contradictions 
of American politics. While the United 
States solemnly declares for peace in the 
world, she adopts in Central America 
methods that are worse than war. She 
preaches universal disarmament, and puts 
forward, at the same time, the most 
formidable programme of naval building. 
In the present instance, however, it is not 
so much a matter of America as of France, 
and it would be folly on our part to 
wrangle any longer over the Kellogg pro- 
ject. 

Why? Because, as a matter of fact, 
this project is really ours. Not only does 
it put into action the principles and the 
formule expressed many times by M, 
Briand, “‘ the outlawry of war” and “war 
on war,” but the initiative lay with our 
diplomacy. It was we who proposed to 
the United States a reciprocal pact which 
would ban the recource to war. I am 
quite aware that war between the United 
States and ourselves was very unlikely, 
but that, T imagine, is not the reason why 
we offered to renounce it. Mr. Kellogg 
seized hold of our proposal, and asked us 
to generalise and apply to all other 
countries the particular arrangement that 
we had offered him. What could we say? 
If the idea is a good one, why shouldn’t 
the other nations join in? If it is a bad 
one, why propose it? 


AN UNFORTUNATE POSITION. 


We, French, are in an unfortunate posi- 
tion before the opinion of the world at 
present. We give the appearance ci men 
caught in their own trap. Having hastened 
to condemn war, where its probability was 
practically non-existent, we have the air 
of hesitating and quibbling when the risk 
becomes real. While our Government pro- 
claims every day its peaceful intentions, 
it appears to put obstacles in the way of 
a solemn and universal affirmation of 
ae If the Kellogg project has won 

ritish oy nion, it is because it responds 
to the simple and strong idea of the neces- 
sity of peace and universal disarmament. 
Whoever refuses to accept the project must 
inevitably come under the suspicion of re- 
jecting the idea. 

This is not the first time that we have 
made the same mistake, and every time it 
has cost us dear. It is important that we 
should not become hardened offenders. 
Very possibly we made a mistake in sub- 
mitting to the United States an offer which 
was a little too vague and too verbose. At 
the time, however, when the United States 
endeavours to clarify and strengthen it, it 
would be a hundred times worse to seem 
to withdraw our word. We risk nothing 
in saying yes: we do not thereby renounce 
our right to legitimate defence, which, 
being a natural right, does not need to be 
stated in treaties. Neither shall we be 
failing in our obligations as members of 
the League of Nations. If we say no, on 
the other hand, we risk a great deal, as 
we do if we say yes with a bad grace. 
There is nothing for it but to take the 
leap; and the sooner the better. Mr, 
Kellogg asks us to declare that war is 
not, and never will be, an instrument at 
the service of our political aims. Such a 
declaration cannot worry us, unless we are 
to suppose the existence in certain of our 
special treaties of stipulations which are 
not entirely compatible with the text of 
the Kellogg proposition, and consequently 
with the letter and spirit of the Covenant 
of the League of Nations. I may be mis- 
taken on this point, and I ask nothing 
better than to be contradicted. There is 
a sure and simple method of doing so, and 
that 1s to execute the Kellogg plan with- 
out delay.

PUCCINI OPERA IN DUBLIN. 


Last night a new opera company began a 
week of operas at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin. 
“ La Bohéme” was the choice for the open- 
ing performance, and the large number of 
persons who wanted to get in to hear it— 
not all were gratified—may en as 
demonstrating the popularity of that par- 
ticular work, and also the general eagerness 
of the Dublin public—traditionally fond of 
opera—to see any performance that promised 
well, In this respect for some years past 
Dublin has been served but miserably. Many 
of our young people do not know what is 
meant by a good opera performance. 

The company now here is a co-operative 
enterprise. It had its beginnings amon 
the junior members of the British Natio 
Opera Company, who could not afford to 
take the “rest” enforced on the parent 
body. The British National Opera Company, 
as such, cannot lower its standard for sums | 
mer engagements, but its directors gave 
their blessing to the members who arranged 
to carry on for themselves. Singers from 
other groups were allowed to join in the 
plan, and, attacks of illness having put cer- 
tain of the original members out of action, 
some further recruits have been enlisted fo” 
the present week. Last night Mr. Flintoff 
Moore and Mr. J. C. Browner—both artistes 
well known in Dublin—entered the cast “for 
“La Bohéme,” in place of Mr. Herbert 
Langley and Mr, Dennis Noble. 

In Mr. Sidney Russell, the most active 
spirit in the venture, one recognised an old 
Quinlan. Company artiste, whose Mime in 
“The Ring” still is remembered by mazy 
of us here. Mr. Russell is acting as pro- 
ducer for the company. He’ is not himsef 
a brilliant singer, but he has a strong sense 
of the stage, and last night gave two strik- 
ing little bits of character acting in the 
parts of Alcindoro and the Landlord. 

Steeped in the traditions of the B.N.O.C., 
which themselves descended from the original 
Beecham Opera, the new company allows a 
large share of importance to the orchestra. 
An old friend, Mr. Charles Webber, formerly 
of the Carl Rosa Company, was in charge 
last night of a fapable body of instru- 
mentalists. We enjoyed, therefore, a care- 
ful playing of Puccini’s score. A -certain 
stodginess at times might have been due to 
lack of sufficient opportunity, before the 
opening performance, to pet fully into re- 
sponsiveness a mixture of members of the 
ihentrs band with the company’s own con- 
tingent of players. That an effort to give the 
pen. cardi score an adequate place in the 
scheme was appreciated, was shown by a re- 
doubling of applause, after the final curtain, 
when Mr. Webber appeared with the 
singers. 

As regards the singers, the best quality 
was excellence of team work in a spirit of 
devotion to the dramatic aspect of the opera. 
Vocal brilliance was not put before other ele- 
ments. One has heard more stirring singers 
in the parts of Mimi and Rudolph, and one 
has seen at the same time many things 
sacrificed to the predominance of these two. 
Last night’s group was a happy family of 
artiste, with Mimi and Rudolph counting for 
no more than other members of the group. 

To make ‘‘La Bohéme”’ a show-piece for 
a prima donna and a leading tenor is the 
Italian way. The team spirit is typically 
English. Miss Doris Lemon may have con- 
siderable brilliance in reserve for other parts, 
but last night her vocal method was quiet 
and gentle, as befitted her character of little 
Mimi. We were spared the incongruity of 
sight and of sound that occurs when the 
dying Mimi is impersonated by a _ hefty 
prima donna producing a fine '“fat ” tone. 

Mr. Heddle Nash’s voice and style matched 
Miss Lemon’s in respect of size: a 
pleasant lyric tenor, not specially brilliant 
but nicely managed. The blend, however, 
was not of the best, and the pair avoided 
the high C at the close of Act I. 

Mr. Flintoff Moore gave rather more than 
tle usual prominence to the part of Marcel, 
but the ensemble was none the worse for 
that, as it happened, and, as always, he 
was interesting in himself. Mr. Philip Ber- 
tram kept his Schaunard to scale, and Mr. 
J. C. Browner, when he found his feet. did 
remarkably well for one who had joined the 
cast at short notice. When he came to his 
solo in the last act he showed excellent | 
form, though he did not achieve that note 
of self-mockery which Mr. Charles Magrath 
used to manage to convey. Miss Marjorie 
Pardy’s Musetta was in the Fight key all 
the time, emerging brilliantly at times with- 
out effacing the rest. 

Jhough we have not to hail any dazzling 
stars among the company engaged last night, 
the performance left a great sense of artistic 
satisfaction. The audience was highly en- 
thusiastic. Scenery and the details ot pro- 
duction were pleasing. As an instance of 
carefulness, one may mention the change in 
Colline’s wig for the second act to make 
him appear trimmed and smartened. In the 
last act, when the Bohemians are back in 
low water, he again was in want of a hair- 
cut.

“FIRE” AT THE CAPITOL 
THEATRE, 


Those who like: thrills in their screen 
entertainments will find plenty to satisfy 
their taste in the film, “ Fire,” which is 
heing shown at the Capitol Theatre, Dublin, 
this week. The picture is based on the 
activities of the New York Fire Brigade. 
In the opening scenes there are interesting 
‘shots ” of the various exercises, and drill 
parades are practised during the peace- 
time, but these are rudely broken, after the 
fashion of the service, by a call to a great 
riverside fire in which death claims a num- 
ber of firemen, among whom is the son of 
an trish widow who has already lost her 
husband in the flames. In her house are 
three generations of firemen, and she 
personifies that heroic, silent band of wives 
and mothers who listen and pray, and when 
the call comes accept their sacrifices that 
property and life may be secured. 

Her youngest son, Terry O'Neill, the 
latest recruit to the service, becomes friendly 
with the daughter of a leading building 
magnate, and the friendship develops into 
something stronger. The girl’s father inter- 
venes and tries to nip the budding romance. 
In the meantime buildings which have been 
erected through the agency of the magnate’s 
corporation are proving to be _ veritable 
death-traps, and matters move to a crisis 
when the fire chief denounces the methods 
of construction. The young fireman, investi- 
gating the methods of construction of a new 
orphanage, finds that the work has been 
criminally scamped, and his report is con- 
firmed when the new building takes fire, 
Then follows an outbreak which is almost 
painful in its grim realism, as the hundreds 
of children in the building are caught in the 
burning mass. There are wonderful scenes 
displaying the courage and resource of the 
fire-fighters. The film ends on a happy note, 
which brings the two young lovers together. 

Charles Ray has in this film a part which 
he fills to perfection. He is a merry, 
laughter-loving young man, just the type to 
take risks without stopping to count the cost, 
He has as his opposite May MacEvoy, who, 
without having a great deal to do, does it 
without exaggeration or undue display. The 
company is excellently selected, and nothing 
could be happier than the internal scenes in 
the O'Neill home, where, relieved from their 
exacting duties, these fire-fighters enjoy them- 
selves like so many children. 

In the programme there is a very fine pre- 
sentation on the stage. Alec. Fryer and his 
Capitolians contribute a delightfully breezy 
musical selection, ‘ Banjomania,”’ a banjo 
solo by J. Miltan, one of the members of the 
band, is particularly well done. The Two 
Hoffmans, who are described as ‘‘ wonder 
pianists,’ live up to that description in a 
series of pieces played on two grand pianos; 
but what a pity that they did not in their 
generous contributions give at least one 
serious piece.

A NEW ASSOCIATION 
FORMED. 


nee ee 
OPEN TO GRADUATES 
AND NON-GRADUATES. 


——&—- 


At a meeting which was held in the 
Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday, it was decided 
to form an organisation, tobe known as 
the Trinity College (Dublin) Association 
which will be open to all men and women 
who have been at any time members of 
the College.. 

Proposals for the constitution of the 
Association were approved, and a Stand 
ing Committee was appointed, 


PROVOST’S STATEMENT. 


NEED OF AN ORGANISATION. 


The Provost (Dr. E. J, Gwynn) presided, 
and stated at the outset that the movement 
irom which that Association sprang began, 
not inside the College, but from some 
graduates of the College who had [elt the 
need for some such organisation. They had 
approached the late Provost on the subject, 
and for the last aouple of years before his 
death a committee had been sitting under his 
chairmanship endeavouring to frame the lines 
upon which the organisation should proceed. 
They had now reached a point when they 
wanted to bring the matter before not only 
all graduates, but before all men and women 
who had been at Trinity College. It was a 
project which concerned the interests of the 
College itself as well as the interests of all 
her sons and daughters. 

Those of them who lived in the College 
often found a difficulty in getting in touc 
with former Trinity men a women. After 
they had left the College, often they left no 
address behind them. Frequently they wanted 
these addresses to know where to lay hands 
on these men and women, and he believed 
that it was of great importance to the College 
itself to be able to know where to turn to find 
their men and women, because they had 
reason to believe that amongst the great 
number of graduates and non-graduates there 
was a vast reservoir of strength and good- 
will to which the College might in time of 
stress appeal with success. As to the good- 
will, they had evidence of that in the many 
monuments round about them—in the Cam- 
panile, the baths, and in that Memorial Hall 
itself, the money for which had been sub- 
scribed by many thousands of graduates. 

CHANGING TIMES. 

When speaking of the College's materia! in- 

ferests, he did not want them to think that 


" that was the kind of Association that was 


being worougni mto being for the sake of 
doing something on occasion for the College. 
That was far from being the case. Those of 
them who lived in the College had quite as 
much feeling for those who passed through 
their hands, as strong a desire to know how 
they fared through life, as they might have to 
know from time to time what happened in 
the College and how the College stood. There 
were special occasions on which the College 
might want the sympathy and support of all 
her sons. One had to remember that the 
sition of Trinity had changed within the 
ast generation or two. The days were long 
past. when Trinity College, Dublin, was the 
sole university in Ireland. They were now 
exposed to the competition of able rivals. 
They were competing with State-supported 
universities. That made it more necessary 
that they should concentrate their position 
and use every energy at command to meet 
the competition. 

He need not refer to more recent events 
which had raised other difficulties. Trinity 
College had not passed through the great 
European storm of 1914-1918 without in some 
way suffering a certain amount of damage, 
nor had more recent events left her altogether 


unaffected. He was glad to say that she 
came through that storm not in any way 
seriously the worse, but still feeling the 


necessity for the loyalty and support of her 
own people. He ho that they would see 
that it was for the meterial and mora! 
interest of the College that such an Associa- 
tion should be promoted. The first thing 
necessary was that they should be able to 
find members of the College no matter where 
they went. The first immediate work would 
be to compile a register of all now livin 
Trinity men and women. They would ne 
a secretary, whose business would be to keep 
track of all that went on emongst thei 
graduates and non-graduates, to know where 
they were, and, as far só gpcxg what they 
were doing. The second thing, and more 
modest, was that they wanted a room in the 
College to which graduates returning from 
abroad could go, and where those in College 
would be able to meet them. Something of 
that sort was an urgent need. 


SiR THOMAS MOLONY. 

The Right Hon. Sir T. F. Molony proposed 
“ That this meeting approves the formation 
of a Trinity College (Dublin) Association.’’ 
He said that the project was the dream of 
the late Provost, and was the subject of 
consideration by a commitiee which sat for 
two years before his death. He had reason 
to know how sincerely the late Provost wished 
to see thig project brought to a successtul 
conclusion, and perhaps one of the best 
tributes to Dr. Bernard's memory would be 
that those who admired him would do their 
best to make that Association a permanent 
and great success. For over three hundred 
years that University had sent forth to every 
comer and to every clime men who had 
carried with them the prestige and honour of 
their University. Women, too, since they 
had been mitted to the University, 
had wonderfully sustained its reputation, 
particularly some of them who had gone to 
foreign countries. All these men and women 
were united by one great bond of sympathy 
and friendship—a bond of love for their 
country and reverence and respect for the 
University which had given them help and 
encouragement in their early years. 

The idea underlying this Association was 
the creation of concrete unity and friendship 
amongst those who went out from the 
University through every country and clime 
in the world. It would bring to one another's 
no . men and women from the 
University who were in the same district of 
the globe and were at the moment unknown 
to each other. Another idea which wouid 
keep alive interest in the College and its 
doings was the geere magn of a periodical, 
the circulation of which amongst those on 
the register would keep them in touch with 
the College and also keep tnem informed w 
sage to changes and on matters of educa- 
10n,

Another thing that that Association would 
perpetuate and establish was the Trinity (Col- 
lege tie. Trinity had never had a tie. They 
had had their ties for boat clubs, cricket 
clubs, and so forth, but with the establish- 
ment of that Association they would have 
the College tie. 

The Provost had spoken of the benefit 
that would follow to the College from the 
Association, but he asked them to think of 
the pleasure and advantage it would give to 
those Trinity men in far distant lands who 
look back with pleasure and pride on the 
days they spent in College, and who would 
look forward with satisfaction at being able 
through that Association to meet their fellow- 
graduates in different countries, and to grasp 
them with the hand of friendship. 


EVERY GRADUATE AS A FRIEND. 

Mr. John Garvey, seconding the resolution, 
drew attention to the Educational Endow- 
ment Fund, which, he said, had been started 
altogether outside the University, and 
launched by men who had great affection for 
Trinity College; who had gone out and made 

od and were now anxious that the College 
might have an endowment fund provided by 
hersons. Up tothe present the chief oper 

nd enthusiasm had come from her graduates 
eyond the seas. The prime moving figure 
n the project at home was bis old‘ friend, 
ir Robert Woods, than whom no graduate 
loved his College more.

Years before Trinity 
College existed Ireland and its schools had 
such associations. They had sent men all 
over the world, and in spite of the difficulties 
of transit in those days there was evidence 
to show that students kept in touch with 
their own universities. He thought that one 
of the greatest benefits that they could 
hestow on the community would be to 
increase the Trinity outlook, 
THE MEDICAL SCHOOL. 

From the point of view. of the medical 
school the Association would ‘be of great 
value: Up to the present they continued to 
export most of their products. He hoped 
that it would be possible to find room for 
more of them in this country in future, but 
fer those who wanted to go away the Associa- 
ion would be of great value in the matter 
of giving information regarding appointments. 
In the first place 1t would give them informa- 
tion regarding vacancies; in the second, it 
would ensure that when they went abroad 
their graduates would meet friends, and, 
thirdly, if they got inte difficulties it would 
ensure their getting advice. It would benefit 
those going out from the medical school and 
also Foes already established. When they 
got a Trinity man established anywhere ‘t 
was followed by a brisk demand for Trinity 
men. 

With regard to their electoral list, it would 
be found that a tremendous number of people 
who might be on it were not on it. Some 
were not on it because they thought that their 
vote was more important elsewhere. He 
thought that if was very important that 
everyone entitled to be on the electoral list 
should be on it. They must keep up their 
list if they were to keep up their reputation. 
To be on the list entailed no responsibility, 
except that of voting. He hoped that from 
time to time some information would be 
published regarding the history of their build- 
ings. Many who passed through the Uni- 
versity knew very little about its history, and 
their object should be to foster that know- 


ledge. : 

Dr. Isobe! Mulvany seconded. She said 
that the Association would give them an 
opportunity of keeping in touch with any 
movement for the betterment of university 
life.

THE vagaries of thé climate in Northern 

Ireland during the past week have 
puzzled the most expert of our local 
weather prophets. e have had the 
smiles and tears of April in sunshine and 
rain, and the rigours of March in ocea- 
sional showers of hailstones and bitter 
cold. Last Saturday a storm swept over 
Belfast Lough, doing considerable damage 
to the yachting fleets on the County Down 
coast, and the United States cadet ship, 
Nantucket, which arrived in the harbour 
yesterday, reported having experienced 
the full force of the gale during her 
passage from Plymouth, A yacht was 
sunk at Cultra on Saturday through being 
beaten flat on the water by a violent 
squall, but hopes are expressed that it 
may .be refloated when the weather 
moderates. : 

Many people have already gone on their 
holidays, and the seaside resorts are 
beginning to put on their summer festive 
appearance. A record invasion of tourists 
is expected during the next two months, 
and a prosperous season is confidently 
anticipated, particularly in view of the 
great motor car race which is to take 
place on 18th August. Wonderfully cheap 
excursions are being offered by the 
various railway companies,. and on 
Wednesday afternoons special trains run 
from. the city to Newcastle—a journey 
back and forward of 76 miles—at the 
remarkably low fare of one shilling and 
sixpence, while trips are arranged to Port. 
rush and Warrenpoint at equally reason- 
able prices. Everything possible is being 
done to attract visitors to our shores, and 
all who come are assured of a pleasant 
time wandering through the many beau- 
tiful districts for which the province is 
famous. 


SUGGESTION OF A SOLON. 


The announcement that a big Northern 
firm has placed an order for a hundred 
additional new ‘buses, which are said to 
be intended for various services in 
Belfast, has aroused the ire of the local 
Labour Party, as it is felt that the project 
will seriously injure the tramway under- 
taking, with consequent loss to the rate- 
payers, leading to an increase In rates, 
The Corporation is blamed for permitting 
such competition, but it is helpless in the 
matter, and will remain so until fresh 
regulations ean be legalised to govern the 
traffic. It is said that the existing diffi- 
culty is due to carelessness and want of 
foresight on the part of the Council, but 
recriminations are useless, and the proper 
thing to do is to get on with the job and 
seek the remedy. One interesting sugges- 
tion was made by a delegate at a meeting 
of the Labour Council the other night, 
and it is worthy of consideration. 

Probably the greatest source of revenue 
to the tramway during the summer months 
is the conveying of passengers from the 
city to Bellevue, where the scenic beauties 
are enhanced by the playing of famous 
crogs-Channel bands, which are specially 
engaged by the Corporation. Unless the 
present conditions are altered—and they 
can scarcely be changed in time—the 
"buses will reap a rich harvest from the 
enterprise of the Council. This is where 
the delegate’s suggestion would become 
effective, The municipal authorities can 
charge admission to the grounds, and the 
proposal is that special tramway tickets 
could be issued which would admit the 
bearer, while all others should be charged 
sixpence. Such an arrangement, if it can 
be carried: out, would change the atmo- 
sphere and fill the depleted exchequer of 
the tramway department. There is still 
an occasional Solon in the ranks of the 
labourists. 


ANOTHER BORDER INCIDENT. 


Yet once again the Civic Guards have 
been praised by the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary for their efficiency and friendly 
co-operation in the detection of crime and 
the arrest of law-breakers. At Strabane 
the other day the strange scene was wit- 
nessed of a member of the Southern police 
force giving evidence in a case of larceny, 
the acensed having been captured in Free 
State territory an hour after the offence 
had been committed north of the border, He 
had trouble with the prisoner, who was 
carrying the “ swag ” in a sack on his 
back, but eventually he handed the man 
over to the Royal Ulster Constabulary at 
Strabane. A graceful compliment was 
paid to the Free State officers by District- 
Inspector Walsh, who expressed high 
appreciation of the smart work of the 
Guards, stating that no sooner had they 
received information of the theft than 
every road, pass or crossing for a distance 
of four miles was manned by police on 
their side of the border, while the same 
was done on the North 

These harmonious relationships between 
the two forces are very gratifying, and 
foreshadow the happier times which lie 
ahead, no matter what politicians may 
Say to the contrary. For some time past 
there has been a strong desire in the Six 
Counties for a better understanding and a 
closer association with the South, as has 
been amply demonstrated by the speeches 
and comments of responsible public men 
quite recently. The tolerance and fair 
play referred to at the General Assembly 
and other places have created a very 
favourable impression, and it would seem 
as if President Cosgrave’s declaration 
made long ago that his Government would 
ultimately win the North by wise and 
beneficent rule, was not altogether so 
imaginary as certain people professed to 
helieve. At any rate, very kindly feel- 
ings are being expressed on all sides, 'a 
welcome sign of the times. 


LABOUR LEADERS IN BELFAST. 


The well-known Labour leaders, the 
Right Hon. J. R. Clynes, formerly Lord 
Privy Seal and Deputy-Leader of the 
House of Commons under the Labour 
Government, and Mr. Frank Hodges, who 
was Civil Lord of the Admiralty at the 
same time, visited Belfast last Saturday 
and were entertained at dinner in the 
evening by the Council of the Federation 
of Post Office Supervifing Officers. Their 
presence was a pure coincidence, as the 
Council was in business session when they 
arrived, and no political significance is 
attached to the incident. Mr. Clynes took 
advantage of the occasion to pay a tribute 
to the efficiency of postal organisations, 
stating that they were indispensable to the 
proper performance of high responsible 
State functions. He added that the Post 
Office was no longer the mere hand-maiden 
to commerce, but touched the affairs of 
State at every conceivable point. Mr. 
Hodges also spoke in complimentary terms 
of the service, and certainly, so far as 
Belfast is concerned, their praise was 
fully justified. 

The position of the Belfast Post Office 
will come up again for consideration next 
March, and efforts are being made to have 
it upgraded to London Metropolitan 
status, but their suecess in that r 

is problematical. Even although Belfast 
is 4 capita] city, its claims for equa) rank 
in postal affairs with the centre of the 
Empire may not appeal to the imperial 
authorities who, of course, have fhe final 
say in the matter, the Post Office being a 
reserved. service. Should the proposals, 
however, be favourably received, everyone 
will rejoice, as the Belfast officials are 
noted for their efficiency and courtesy. Mr. 
Clynes and Mr. Hodges, who are accom- 
panied by their wives, left for Portrush 
and the Giants’ Causeway on Sunday. 
They intend to make a tour of Northern 
Ireland and the Free State.

TILTING AGAINST THE 
NATIONALISTS. 


Mr, Pollock, the Northern Minister of 
Finance, has entered the lists against the 
Nationalists, and has challenged their 
assertion that the Six Counties “' occupy 
an inferior and humiliating ition in 
the Kingdom.” Speaking at summer 
schoo] of the Ulster Unionist Association 
at Bangor during the week-end, he said that 
the statement was grossly and palpably 
untrue, as they in the North enjoyed to 
the full all the advantages which their 
fellow-countrymen in Great Britain had, 
while they had many local privileges 
which were not by the people of 
England, Scotland or Wales. Mr. Pollock 
may probably have referred to the absence 
of a betting tax, and to certain concessions 
in the amusement tax and horse-racing, 
as well as to the reform in the licensing 
laws, but the argument of his political 
opponents is that the Northern Govern- 
ment is cribbed, cabined and confined as 
to its powers of legislation; which are 
more limited than those exercised by the 
Dominions, several of the Northern 
services being reserved by the imperial 
authorities. 

Nevertheléss, Mr. Pollock made out a 
strong case for the Belfast Parliament, 
pointing out that it could impose any form 
of taxation, with two notable exceptions— 
Customs and Excise and income tax—and 
the control of these, he contended, by a 
central authority at Westminster was one 
of the greatest safeguards of the complete 
unity of the Kingdom. In this respect he 
pointed out that the whole future of the 
province depended on the closeness of its 
relations with Great Britain, and while 
that is quite true, he could have added with 
perfect truth that closer co-operation with 
their neighbours South of the border would 
also add materially to its prospefity. 


LOCAL OPTION HOPELESS. 


Dealing with the drink problem, the 
Minister gently rebuked the local 
optionists for their intemperate zeal by 
drawing attention to the fact that Ulster 
people only consumed half the quantity 
per head of the population that the people 
of Great Britain drank, and, _ there- 
fore, they had a much higher standard of 
sobriety than had the people of any other 
part of Great Britain and Ireland. That 
may be al! right, but it fails to convince 
the extremists, who have entered upon an 
intensive campaign. Mr. Pollock added 
that he saw little hope of any form of local 
option being established in this country. 

The statement of the Minister of 
Finance may be taken as official and con- 
clusive, and as an answer to al] the reck- 
less opinions and vague threats aired re- 
cently by members of the Temperance 
Party. Mr. Pollock always speaks with 
moderation, and his reference to the de- 
clared policy of the Government should 
not be lightly treated. 


AIR SERVICE POSSIBILITIES, 


The “ flying’’ visit of the famous air- 
man, Sir Alan Cobham, to Belfast has re- 
newed the waning interest in the suggested 
air service between Ireland and Scotland. 
The fact that Sir Alan made the journey 
from Glasgow to the Northern capital in 
an hour and a quarter has created quite a 
wave of enthusiasm, and he himself has 
expressed the opinion that a flying-boat 
service between the two cities is quite 
feasible, even under the most adverse con- 
ditions. He has proved it to be so; for 
his rapid flight to Liverpool last Saturday 
was undertaken in mast unfavourable 
weather. When engaged in experimental 
flying between England and the Six 
Counties, a few years ago, Sir Alan 
used an aeroplane, but he favours the 
flying-boat, which is more stable and can, 
of course, land anywhere on the water, 
where the aeroplane might be in danger of 
destruction. At present there is a scheme 
—very much in the air in the meantime— 
for utilising the Malone Aerodrome in con- 
nection with an aeroplane service between 
Ulster and Britain, and it was discussed 
at a meeting of the Corporation a few 
months ago, but if Sir Alan Cobham's 
ideas are realised and a flying-hoat service 
established, the Harbour Commissioners 
are prepared to give every facility for the 
purpose. 

As it is the safest way of journeying 
through the air in an uncertain climate, 
and as it is extremely rapid, no doubt that 
particular form of flight will be the one 
adopted when the service is organised. The 
extraordinary progress made ih the science 
of aerial navigation within recent years 
encourages the hope that aircraft will, 
before long, become a commercial and 
practical undertaking of great value to the 
community. During their brief stay in 
Belfast, Sir Alan and Lady Cobham were 
cordially welcomed.

PEMBROKE HOUSING 
SCHEME. 


DECREASE IN COST OF 
BUILDING. 


_At a meeting of the Pembroke Urban Coun- 
cil, which was held yesterday, a letter was 
read from the Clerk with regard to the pro- 
posed housing scheme, stating that three 
tenders had been received, but, owing to the 
varying classes of walls, no tender had been 
accepted, and until the matter had gone 
through , the Quantity Surveyor a loan 
could not be applied for. Now that a cer- 
tain description of wall had been decided 
upon, he er ns it well that the Council 
should accept the lowest tender, subject, of 
course, to the approval of the Department. 

A member said that, including the making 
of the roads near the houses, they would 
cost £650 per house, less the grants of £200, 
which would mean that each house would 
cost £450, while the Ringsend houses only 
cost £400. Why should these houses cost 
£50 each extra? 

Mr. B. O’Connor, T.D., said that the cost 
of building had decreased since. 

Mrs. Walsh said that these houses would 
not fulfil the requirements of the working- 
men at all. It gave employment, and pro- 
vided houses for some people, but that was 


all. 
THE LOWEST TENDER.

The Only Customer. 


The Irish Free State is one of the most 
valuable among Great Britain’s many 
customers, and Great Britain is the Trish | 
Free State’s customer. Therefore, 
the conference between producers 
and British buyers, which was held ves- 
terday at Holyhead ) 
Midland and Scottish Railway Com- 
pany’s invitation, ought to benefit both 
countries. If Ireland increases her im- 
ports from England, a wealthier England 
will be able to increase her expenditure 
in Ireland, and the railway and shipping 
companies which the expanding 
trade efficiently and generously will be 
able to increase their shareholders’ divi- 
dends.

The firm administration of wise laws is 
pushing the Free State’s butter and eggs 
to the top of the British market. Sport 
is being. organised on its economic side, 
and serious attention at last is being 
given to the long-neglected tourist traffic. 
In all such matters the Free State 
Government shows enlightened  self- 
interest because it is concentrating its 
energy on the satisfaction of its only 
customer’s needs and tastes. 

Unhappily, this part of its economic 
policy is contradicted by the part 
which Mr. Cosgrave did not expound 
at Holyhead. He did not tell the 
British buyers that British industry 
has no official champions in the Free 
Denmark and other countries 
which are the Free State’s rivals in the 
British market are placing industrial 
contracts with English firms in order that 
economic obligation may be mutual. The 
Free State’s largest and most lucrative 
contract. was given, not to her only 
customer, but to Germany. Again, Mr.

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Cosgrave did not remind the British 
‘buyers that his Government discouraged 
British industry by means of heavy tariffs 
on British boots, clothes, blankets. and 
furniture. These tariffs are a two-edged 
aword. On the one hand they reduce the 
purchasing power of the Free State’s only 
customer. On the other, they penalise 
‘the Free State’s farmers; and, as. Mr. 
Cosgrave said yesterday, the Free State 
is “a country of small farmers.” No 
people who have a single industry and a 
single customer can afford to regard that 
customer with one auspicious and one 
dropping eye. The Free State never 
will enjoy the whole benefit of her 
geographical position and of her natural 
resources until she claims her full rights 
and accepts her full responsibilities in 
the British Empire, establishes relations 
of absolutely free trade with Great 
Britain, and bases her economic policy 
on an identity of economic interests 
between the two countries. If it helps 
her to appreciate this simple, but vital, 
truth, yesterday’s conference at Holyhead 
will have served a most excellent 


purpose. 


America’s Peace Plan. 

At a meeting in New York yesterday Mr. 
Frank B. Kellogg, Secretary of State in 
President Coolidge’s Government, made an 
important statement concerning his pro- 
posed pact for the outlawry of war. Mr. 
Kellogg’s suggestion is extremely simple. 
He proposes merely that the Great Powers 
shall renounce war as an instrument of 
national policy, and shall bind themselves 
henceforward to refrain from all violence 
in the adjustment of international disputes. 
Already four of the Great Powers have 
sent encouraging replies to his invitation. 
Britain, Germany, Italy and Japan, as 
well as all the British Dominions, have 
declared themselves to be in favour of the 
scheme, and Mr. Kellogg announced yester- 
day that fifteen Powers were in negotia- 
tion concerning it. France, however, 
remains silent. Last June M. Briand 
proposed a bilateral pact between France 
and the. United States for the outlawry 
the two nations. The

In 
other words, he hinted for the first time 
at a pena] clause. Hitherto one of the 
chief objections to his scheme has been 
the absence of any sanctions. As it was 
drafted originally, any nation could defy 
the pact with impunity: but now it seems 
that, if a, breach should occur, all the 
other signatories to the pact would be freed 
automatically from their obligations, and 
would be able to take action against the 
delinquent. This plan ought to find

It 
require, however, to be developed in more 
detail before a considered judgment can 
be formed on its merits. 

The way would be clear now for the 
consummation of Mr. Kellogg’s scheme if 
France would agree to his proposals. No 
nation, with the possible exception of 
Germany, is very enthusiastic about it ; 
but most people realise that Mr.. Kellogg 
is sincere, and nobody outside France will 
take the responsibility of standing in his 
path. The French people, however, are not 
prepared to take any risks. They accepted 
the League of Nations, not because they 
had the slightest belief in its efficacy, but 
because they did not like to offend the 
late President Wilson. The President of 
the United States was responsible for the 
establishment of the League, and no 
sooner was it established than the people 
of the United States repudiated it. In 
view of this experience the French people 
are chary of embarkation on any new 
enterprise which is promoted by Washing- 
ton. Furthermore, they frankly do not 
believe that war can be ended by a pact, 
and are not willing to abandon the series 
of defensive alliances which they have 
built up in Europe since the Armistice. 
They are willing, and even anxious, to 
conclude a pact of perpetual friendship 
with the United States, since they cannot 
conceive a war between the two nations; 
but they have so many enemies, actual 
and potential, in Europe that they refuse 
to expose themselves to the slightest 
danger. This attitude is very unfortu- 
nate, but it is very natural. France is a 
military nation with a land frontier and 
bitter experience of the horrors of war. 


Rosyth Dockyard. 


British ships of war are lying in the 
Firth of. Forth, but their visit to those 
bleak northern waters, when their 
proudest fellows ride the Mediterranean, 
is but a call in the way of naval routine. 
The Nava] Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph describes the almost deserted 
dockyard of Rosyth at which these sh’ 's 
have called. Twenty years ago there ' .s 
no dockyard there. In 1908 there was not 
@ single organised fleet base north of the 


Thames. It was Lord Fisher who, as 


First Sea Lord of the Admiralty, saw the 


need to equip the northern coast with a 
dockyard that could support the Navy in 
operations in the North Sea. His plans 
involved an initial expenditure of 
£3,000,000, but far more than this large 
sum was expended ere Rosyth was able to 
play its due part in the Great War. An 
area of over fifty acres was dredged as a 
basin, with a uniform water depth of 
nearly “40 feet. A pier was built, giving 
a wharfage of more than 7,000 feet, and 
three vast dry docks, about 860 feet long, 
were constructed. Iu the conflict that 
decided the challenge to British sea power 
Rosyth was one of the main pillars of 
Britain’s naval strength. Virtually every 
main ship of the Navy was docked there, 
and over 7,000 workers were kept busy 
in repair works and kindred operations. 
Sometimes almost the whole Grand Fleet 
was to be seen at Rosyth. When the war 
was over, and the menace of German 
naval ambitions was gone, Rosyth’s im- 
portance dwindled. For a few years it 
was used as a repairing base, but the staff 
had sunk to 2,500 when, in 1925, national 
economy dictated the closing of the yard. 
No potential naval enemy remains on the 
shores of the North Sea, and Rosyth’s 


part is played. Nevertheless, maintenance 


parties remain at Rosyth, preserving the 
works, docks, workshops and plants from 
destruction. “It is conceivable that in 
the fulness of time the pendulum may 
swing back, restoring to Rosyth and other 
northern bases some measure of the im- 
portance which .attached to them in 
‘nineteen hundred and war time.’ ”’ 


Luis de Leon. 


All Spain is celebrating the memory of 
Luis de León, poet, mystic and pioneer in 
the literary use of the vernacular, who 
was born at Belmonte in the summer of 
1528. Like so many of the chief figures 
in Spanish literature, he was a cleric—a 
friar of the Augustinian Order. Hé pro- 
fessed Biblical criticism at the University 
of Salamanca, and made a translation 
into Spanish of part of the Old 
Testament, with commentaries that in- 
volved him in continuous disputes. 
Throughout his life this lover of peace was 
denied peace. Controversy enveloped his 
career. In 1572, when he held a position 
of high importance in the academic and 
religious life of Salamanca, his enemies 
denounced him to the Inquisition, and he 
was detained in prison for four years be- 
fore he succeeded in vindicating his 
orthodoxy. The tradition is recorded by 
Mr. E. Allison Peers, who has published 
an English life of the poet, that when he 
addressed his students for the first time 
after his liberation, instead of uttering the 
expected complaint, he opened his lecture 
with the usual phrase: '“ As we were 
saying yesterday.” His prose work, 
Nombres de Cristo, is ranked by many 
Spaniards with the writings of the two 
famous contemporary mystics, St. Teresa 
and St. John of the Cross. Fray Luis, 
owever, writes neither of interior man- 
sjons of the soul nor of its dark night. 

is is a natural mysticism. ‘‘ Christ 
dwelleth in the fields,” he says. Newly 
released from prison, he makes the best 
known verses of Spanish poetry, obviously 
drawing on Horace. ‘Here envy and 
falsehood held me captive: fortunate is 
the humble lot of that wise one who from 
the malevolent world retires, and with 
poor house and table in the pleasant 
fields compasses himself with God alone, 
living his life in loneliness, unenvying 
and unenvied,’’

OBITUARY. 
MR. ROBERT PATTERSON. 


The death took place at Dumfries yesterday 
of Mr. Robert Patterson, a native of Dum- 
friesshire, who was a pioneer of the sheep- 
rearing industry in Patagonia. Mr. Patterson 
was associated in that enterprise with his 
three brothers, and was known as “the King 
of Patagonia.”’

MR. H. M. COLLINS, 


The death occurred yesterday in Melbourne, 
in his eighty-fifth year, of Mr. Henry Michael 
Collins, the last link with the original Reuter 
régime, Sixty-five years ago Mr. Collins 
came in touch with Baron Julius de Reuter, 
and then began an active association with 
Reuter’s, which lasted for half a century. 

Mr. Collins started his career at Reuter’s 
head office in Londen. His ability was recog- 
nised at once, and at the age of twenty-two 
he was chosen to organise han business 
in the East, from Bombay to Yokohama. 
Thereafter his whole life was spent abroad 
in the service of the Agency, and when, after 
five and a half years in Persia, he returned 
to London, in 1878, he was offered within 
twenty-four hours of his arrival the position 
of Reuter’s general manager in Australia, a 
position which he fiiled for a period of thirty 
years, until he retired in 1910. y

Sir William Joynson-Hicks’s statement, 
made in the House of Commons this after- 
noon, regarding the use af Soviet money 
in this country was strangely ineffective 
and disappointing, following upon the 
previous announcements. In the first 
place, the Home Secretary seemed to have 
great difficulty in reading his statement, 
with the result that he frequently dropped 
his voice and could not be heard clearly. 
It appeared, however, that the Communist 
Party in this country has received con- 
siderable sums of money from the Soviet 
Government since July of last year to use 
for revolutionary purposes. At the close 
the Home Secretary said that he had 
placed the whole maiter before his legal 
advisers. Mr. Maxton dared him to in- 
vestigate the funds ef the Independent 
Labour Party as he had investigated those 
of the Communists, and Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks replied that if he thought 
it desirable, he would dare to do anything. 
He was not frightened of Mr. Maxton’s 
organisation. 


The Prayer-book. 


Every available seat in the galleries of 
the House of Commons have been allotted 
for the Prayer-book measure debate, and 
it is said that on no occasion of recent 
years has there been such a demand. 
Members received numbers of letters this 
morning asking for tickets of admission to 
the House, and it is related that some 
had as many as forty This burst of 
correspondence followed upon scores of 
letters appealing to the member either to 
support or to vote against the measure. 
The latter were the most numerous. The 
announcement that the Prime Minister 
will wind up the debate on Wednesday 
was much discussed in the Lobby this 
evening, and it was rhought that such an 
intervention would mean an appeal that 
the measure should he allowed to pass for 
the sake of peace and quietness. In any 
event, it is anticipated that the Prime 
Minister’s speech will be worth hearing. 


Thursday's Division. 


It is understood that Mr. Lloyd George 
does not intend at present to speak during 
the debate on the Prayer-book measure, 
and that he will be away in South Wales 
on Wednesday, the first day, but he will 
probably vote for the rejection of the 
measure if he is at the House on Thursday 
evening. It is said tha! yesterday prayers 
that the measure might not be passed 
were offered in many of the Free Churches 
in London. In answer to a request made 
by prominent men on both sides arrange- 
ments have been made for keeping West- 
ruinster Abbey open for private: prayer up 
to ten o'clock on Thursday night. A 
similar provision is being made in many 
other churches near the Houses of Par- 
liament. 


Indian Princes. 


Some weeks ago I mentioned that a 
number of Indian Princes would be 
coming to London for a conference of the 
Chamber of Princes with a view to 
making representations to the India Office 
on certain points in connection with the 
Government of their States. The Princes 
are now arriving, and the Maharajah of 
Patiala, who is Chancellor of the 
Chamber, reached London during the 
week-end. Only nine of the Princes of 
the 235 native States are members of the 
Standing Committee which is meeting here, 
but it is understood that thirty others are 
coming over for the purpose of making 
treaties which will bind them closer to the 
British Empire. The Maharajah of 
Kashmir will arrive on Wednesday, while 
others are the Jam of Nawanagar, the 
Maharajah of Bikanir and the Nawab of 
Bhopal. 


The Franc. 


The latest news from [Paris suggests 
that the legal stabilisation of the franc is 
nearer than might have been thought 
from M. Poincaré’s statement last week. 
In financial circles the belief is prevalent 
that within the next fortnight legal 
stabilisation will be accomplished. In the 
absence, however, of any decisive informa- 
tion it is necessary to treat this expecta- 
tion with a certain amount of reserve. 
There are certain reasons for regarding it 
as well founded. One reason is the well- 
known insistence of the heads of the Bank 
of France on the need for speedy stabilisa- 
tion, and another is that, as a result of 
the vague déclaration of the Government.

It is 
believed that when stabilisation comes it 
will be carried out with such dispatch 
as will successfully prevent would-be 
ee from reaping benefits from 
it.

In the neighbourhood a 
number of houses have been secured bv 
people, such as Lord Lonsdale, Lord 
Dalmeny, Lord Greville, Sir Cosmo 
Bonsor, and other well known racing men. 
Luncheon tents are being erected already 
under the auspices of the Guards, the 
Cavalry and other Clubs. An improve- 
ment in connection with the racing side 
of the meeting is the erection of a new 
double notice board near the junction of 
the old and new miles, an innovation 
which will he appreciated by thousands. 


A By-Election. 


The elevation of Sir Rowland Blades, 
late Lord Mayor of London, to the Peerage 
creates a Parliamentary vacancy at Epsom.

the Conservative candidate, and Miss 
Helen M. Keynes, the Labour candidate. 
This will be the first occasion when an 
election has been fought out between two 
women. Lady Blades has been an active 
Conservative worker in the Epsom Division 
for’ the past ten years, and is President 
of the local Women’s Conservative Com- 
mittee. Miss Helen Keynes is a member 
of the Executive of the Fabian Society and 
Chairman of the Fabian Women’s Group. 


Hiawatha. 


The Albert Hall, with its great stage 
and arena, presents a most unusual 
appearance just now; for they have 
heen transformed into an Indian village, 
set in the midst of a prairie, in order that 
a suitable setting may be provided for 
Hiawatha.

After the gondola had become detached 
the rest of the airship drifted for some 
distance. The ice is almost impassable, 
and is drifting.

The commander of the base ship, Citta 
di Milano, says that the crew of the Italia 
particularly lack drugs, and that provi- 
sions are rigorously rationed. Their food 
supplies, under these conditions, will 
suffice for fifty days. 
He thinks that acroplanes are useless 
for rescue purposes, but that an ice- 
breaker might be very useful. 


A DANGEROUS SPOT. 
The locality in which the crew of the 
airship Italia has come down, in the 
opinion of Captain Amundsen, is a 
dangerous one. The well-known Arctic 
explorer says that the ice conditions at 
this spot have always been very difficult. 
The stranded men ought either to make 
for the land to the north-east or to be 
picked up from the ice. 
The possibility of the wind driving the 
ice on which they are towards land is 
very small. 
A big ’plane like the Dornierwal, in his 
view, might effect a rescue. An _ ice- 
breaker might also accomplish something, 
but, in any case, rescue must not be 
expected in the next few days.

POSSIBLLITY OF A 
PARTY SPLIT 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
KANSAS CITY, Monday. 

The National Convention .of the 
Republican’ Party will meet here to- 
morrow to begin its deliberations, which 
will culminate in the nomination of a 
eandidate for the Presidency of the 
United States. The Convention is ex- 
pected to prove one of the most interesting 
in recent years and is attracting unusually 
large crowds of visitors. The hotel accom- 
modations of the city are heavily taxed. 
Many of the farmers, here to support 
their: demand for the inclusion of farm 
relief in the party platform, are being 
housed in tents pitched for the occasion 
in an amusement park. 

The presence of the farmers, assembled 
from many parts of the Middle Western 
and Western States, is furnishing mate- 
rial for speculation, in view of President 
Coolidge’s recent veto of the McNary- 
Haugen Bill for agricultural relief. There 
18. even a prediction that, in case Mr. 
Coolidge is “‘ drafted ” to serve again, the 
farmers may break away to form.a third 
party. A split among the Republicans in 
1912 cost them the election, and the. party 
leaders are not anxious to répeat. the 
experience, if it can be avoided. 

Should Mr. Coolidge adhere to his 

declaration that he does not “ choose ” to 
run again, the most likely candidates on 
the eve of the Convention appear to be 
Herbert Hoover, the Secretary of Com- 
merce; Frank 0. Louden, former 
Governor of Illinois, and  Brigadier- 
General Charles Dawes, Vice-President of 
the United States. Much interest is felt 
over the attitude’ which Andrew’ Mellon. 
the Secretary of; the Treasury, will 
assume. He is considered to have great 
influence with the Pennsylvania State 
Delegation, the second most powerful unit 
‘on the floor of the Convention. Although 
Mr. Mellon has not yet committed him. 
self, Senator David Reed, of Pennsy]. 
vanta, an adviser, has hinted.openly tliat 
the Secretary of the Treasury will support 
Mr. Hoover, his colleague in the Cabinet. 
if Mr. Coolidge will not consent to be a 
candidate. 
Senator Borah, one of the leaders in 
Liberal Party councils, declared to-day :— 
“There are only two men in this race, 
one probably not consenting—Coolidge—the 
other Hoover. It will, therefore; be highly 
dangerous for the Convention to force the 
nomination of Coolidge, as we shall then be 
in the position of selecting a candidate who 
will withdraw, leaving the party to make 
a campaign with a second choice. As for 
Mr, Coolidge, I am confident he. will not 
run, and I am inclined to believe that he 
will ask that. no further votes shall be cast 
for him, if any are cast on the first ballot.”’

My. Frank Bo Kellogg, the United’. 


States Secretary of Stute, in an address 
delivered last night at a banquet in New 
York City, reviewed the progress so far 
achieved in the negotiation of the multi- 
lateral treaty for the renunciation of war. 
He declared his conviction that the 
“simple, straightforward, unequivocal de- 
claration against war which the United 
States borrowed from M. Briand and in: 
corporated in the draft treaty’ is the one 
ing the greatest moral value and 
the one that “will, in the long run, com- ' 
mend itself to all the peoples concerned.” 
The banquet at which Mr. Kellogg spoke 
was in connection with ‘the tercentenary 
commemoration of the founding of the 
First Reformed Dutch Church on the 
Island of Manhattan, New York. 
Referring to the invitations extended to 
the Irish Free State, the other Dominions 
and the Government of India to become 
original signatories, the American Secre- 
tary of State stated that the replies so 
far received ‘‘demonstrate that the 
several Governments heartily endorse the 
plan, and are ready and willing to join 
in the negotiation of a treaty such as that 
proposed by the United States.” He con- 
cluded by bespeaking, “in the name of the 
Government of the United States,’’ the 
continued support of all Churches in the 
movement for the promotion of world 


| peace. 


CHURCH INFLUENCE. 

After speaking of contributions made by 
the Dutch and the Dutch Reformed Church 
to the national life, Mr. Kellogy said, in 
part :— 

“The problem of any world peace is one 
in which the Churches can exert a most 
helpful. influence within all nations. Their 
power: permeates the whole fabric of 
civilisation, and their authority is not . 
confined within the limits of a single 
State. Their far-flung influence, however, 
brings, peculiar responsibilities in its 
train, and the present international 
negotiations, having for their object the 
conclusion of an effective treaty for the 
renunciation óí. war, present a real oppor- 
tumity to Churchmen in eyery country to 


‘support this world-wide movement. I have 


been pleased to observe that already the 
ministers of many denominations have 
publicly endorsed the. proposals advanced 
bythe United States for the preservation 


| of peace, and | hope such support may 


be unremittingly continued.’’ 


“ ENCOURAGING REPLIES.” 

Mr. Kellogg described the origins of the 
present. peace proposal, paying tribute to 
the initial suggestion made to the 
American Government by M. Briand, the 
French Minister for Foreign Affairs, and 
then continued :— 

‘* Finally; on April 13; 1928, the United 
States, with the full approval of France, 
transmitted for the consideration of the 
British, German, Italian and Japanese 
Governments the texts of the diplomatic 
notes previously exchanged by the two 
Governments.. -At..the. sume time. the 
United States submitted to those Govern- 
ments, on its own initiative, a preliminary 
draft of a treaty for the renunciation of 
war, representing in a. broad way the 
form of treaty which it was prepared: to 
sign. The four Governments addressed 
were asked whether they .were in a posi- 


“tion to conclude such a treaty. 


“ Encouraging replies” have now been 
réceived from them. all. They have all 
expressed cordial approval of the 
rinciple underlying the proposal of the 
Inited States. and have indicated a 
sincere desire to collaborate in the con- 
clusion of an appropriate treaty for the 
renunciation of war. 


| FREE STATE CO-OPERATION. 
“The British Government, in addition 
to \informing the United States that it 
found it had no commitments which would 
prayent signing a treaty such as we sug- 
gésted, indicated that the Domimon 
Governments and the Government of 
India. would be glad to become original 
sighatories of the treaty, and appropriate 
invitations were thereupon sent to the 
Governments of Canada, the Irish Free 
State, South Africa, Australia, New 
Zealand, and the Government of India. 
The replies which we have received 
demonstrate that the several Governments 
heartily endorse the plan and are ready 
and willing’ to join in the negotiation of 
a treaty such as that proposed by the 
United States. 

‘* Other Governments have also inform- 


ally indicated their desire to participate 


in a treaty for the renunciation of war, 


and I earnestly hope that we shall soon 
succeed in reaching an agreement as to 
the precise text to be employed. The 
force of public opinion in this country and 
abroad has already made itself felt. The 
peoples of the world seem unquestionably 
to want their Governments to renounce 
war in the most effective,way possible.’’ 


AN UNEQUIVOCAL DECLARATION. 
“With the passage of time the 


emphasis in our present negotiations is 
being pláced not on narrow technical 
considerations of a legalistic nature, but 
on the broad Srinciblen underlying the 
entire idea. It is peace, not war, that 
we are seeking to porpetuete, and I am 
firmly convinced that th 

forward, unequivocal declaration against 
war which the United States borrowed 
from M. Briand and incorporated in its 
drait treaty is the one that has the 
greatest moral value; and the one that 
will in the long run commend itself to 
all the peoples concerned. It has no 
hidden meaning. It is easily understood. 
The interpretation placed upon it by the 
United States has been publicly stated in 
the address which it was my privilege to 
deliver a few weeks ago fore the 
American Society of International Law. 
The .accuracy of this interpretation has 
been contested by no-Government. On 
the contrary, many Governments have 
indicated ‘that. they agree. with the con- 
clusions set forth in that address.

The Nanking Government to-night 
issued an outline of the manifesto it pro- 
poses to address to the Powers. It says 
that, the military stage of the revolution 
being now completed; the Government 
earnestly desires to embark on a pro- 

mme of reconstructior,’’ which, how- 
ever, cannot, be effectively carried out in 
the face of various existing restrictions 
imposed upon China by the unequal 
treaties.”’ 

It reminds the Powers of their declara- 
tions since 1924 in favour of negotiating 
new treaties, and declares that “all new 
treaties must be on a basis of equality 
and mutual respect,’’ otherwise the results 
will be equally unsatisfactory to the 
Chinese and foreigners alike. 

FOREIGN TROOPS MUST CGO.” 

The manifesto continues: ‘‘ The most 
effective guarantee for the peace and 
security of all foreign nationais and their 
property in China being a sincere and 
mutual understanding and friendly 
relations between the Chinese and 
foreigners, the Nationalist Government 
candidly informs the Powers that all 
foreign troops must be immediately 
withdrawn from Chinese soil in order to 
avoid misunderstanding and mutual 
suspicion,’’ 

In regard to the Tsinanfu ineident, the 
manifesto insists that this should be sub- 
mitted to an international tribunal for 
inquiry and final decision. 

It states that the Nationalist Govern- 
ment is prepared to weleome co-operation 
and assistance from friendly Powers, re- 
cognising that “ China cannot maintain 
an isolated position in the family of 
nations.’’ 

RAIN STOPS FIGHTING. 

Heavy rain has stepped all fighting 
round Tientsin. The opportunity was 
seized for mediation, obviously prompted 
by a further warning from the Japanese 
Lieutenant-General Arai, commanding the 
Japanese forces in North China, addressed 
to both parties. Details of the warning 
are not reported, but its nature may be 
readily deduced from previous warnings 
of what Japan would do if her interests 
were imperilled, and from the recent 
firing on Japanese ships in the Peiho.

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. LORD CHIEF JUSTICE 
QUASHES CONVICTION. 
Quashing a conviction of five years’ penal 
servitude in the Court of Criminal Appeal, 
London, yesterday, the Lord Chief Justice, 
who sat with Justices Avory and Mackinnon, 

said that the trial had been unsatisfactory. 

The appellant was Stanley Liddell, who was 
sentenced at Middlesex Sessions for larceny, 
perjury and false pretences. 

the Lord Chief Justice pointed out that at 
the end of the summing up at the trial the 
Deputy Chairman, Sir Herbert Nield, K.C., 
M.P., said to the jury: “ There are other 
charges of uttering cheques. If you desire 
it you may have a list of those charyes.’’ 
Lord Hewart asked if the prosecution could 
justify that remark, in view of the fact that it 
might prejudice the jury. 

Ir. Fustace Fulton, for the prosecution, 
said that he could not attempt to justify the 
remark if jt related to charges other than 
thése in the indictment. — 

Lord Hewart said that the course taken 
‘was not only irregtar, but it was gravely to 
the: prejudice of the accused, The appeal 
must succeed. 


WORKMAN, CLARK CASE 
JUDGMENT. 


Judgment. was delivered for the plaintiff 
in the Northern Chancery Division yesterday 
by Mr. Justice Wilson in the action in which 
Walter Graham, of Castlereagh road, Belfast, 
was plaintifi, and Messrs. J. Raymond 
Maskell, of London, and Hugh Smyllie, Bel- 
fast, as receivers on behalf of the Debenture- 
holders of Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co., 
Ltd., were. defendants. The plaintiff was 
awarded by the Recorder. of Belfast a sum of 
£710 in respect of injuries received in the 
course of his employment by Workman, Clark 
and Co., Ltd., and the case turned on a 
point of law as’ to whether he was entitled 
as a preferential creditor to the full amount 
claimed at present or only £100 at present, 
with the remaining £610 to be paid along 
with the ordinary creditors, 

Mr. Campbell, K-C.; Mr. Porter and Mr. 
Macauley (instructed by Mr. W. K. Gibson) 
sg for the plaintiff; and Mr, Murphy, 

.C.; Mr. Pringle, K.C., M.P., and Mr. Fox 
(instructed by Mtr. James A, Culbert) repre- 
sented the defendants. 

His Lordship, having reviewed the authori- 
ties bearing upon the question at issue, said 
that it was absolutely clear that the sum due 
to the plaintiff should. be paid in full in 
priority to all other débts ó the company. 
He actordingly gave judgment for the pay- 
ment of. £710, with costs, His lordship 
further declared that the receivers were en- 
titled to their costs, and put a stay of execu. 
tion upon his’ judgment until a further order 
was made by him. 

His Lordship made a like ruling in the case 
in which the plaintiff was Robert White, 
joiner, of Lewis street, Belfast, and Messrs.
